It was a mo- 
ment of supreme suspense for them both, 
for though the defendant's lawyers expect- 
ed an acquittal, yet when tthe jury re- 
mained out go long apprehensions as to the 
result were raised. : 

Before receiving the verdict Judge Gamble 
warned the audience against any demon- 
stration when it should be read and in- 
structed the sheriff and bailiff to arrest 
any man who should not heed this warn- 
ing. 

The verdict was handed to the clerk. 
There was a breathless moment until the 
words “not gulity’”’ were pronounced. 

James Barry, an Irishman, a friend of the 
Zeigiers,. was standing in the aisle and 
when he heard the verdict he laughed aloud. 
He started to run out but was caught by a 
bailiff and. brought before the judge. He 
told his honor he was so full of enthusi- 
asm he could not hold it and did_not mean 
any disrespect to the court. He was let 
off without a fine. Mrs. Zeigler and the 
other relatives around the defendant were 
much moved and the defendant was con- 
gratulated by his friends. 

Solomon Zeigler is not yet at liberty, for 
he is indioted jointly with W. J. Wilker 
for the killing of the negro, George Bellin- 
ger. This case was called this morning, 
but on account of the absence of witnesses 
the state moved for a continuance. 

The defendant wanted a trial and an 
agreement was reached by which the case 
went over until next court and the defend- 
ants were allowed to give ball. The bond 
was fixed at $1,500, which they made up and 
are now out of prison. , 

After exhausting all the jurors impaneled 
and getting only three to sit on the case, 
Corrie Zeigier’s trial was postponed until 
tomorrow morning, when a new lot of 
jurors will be in court.

Boy Who Helped His Father Kill Three 
Policemen Arraigned. 


WITNESSES TELL THE STORY

Prisoner Grows Nervous as He ‘thease 
; the Tragic Details. 


DID NOT FIRE TILL HE WAS SKOT AT 


Attorneys Try To Show That the Shoe- 
maker’s Son Acted in Self- 
Defense Solely. 


Columbus, Ga., November 20.—(Special.)— 
The trial of Henry White, charged with 
the murder of Police Officer Jackson, is on 
in earnest. j 

The twelfth juror was selected early this 
taorning and immediately the trial was be- 
gun, . 

The entire day was consumed in the ex- 
amination. of witnesses. As the witnesses 
told héw J. A. White had deliberately shot 
down Officer Adams and how, assisted by 
his son, he had also slain Officer Jackson, 
the young man on trial became considerably 
agitated. He moved ebout nervously and 
his hands trembled visibly. 

From 9 o’clock this morning until 3 

o’clock this afternoon testimony most dam- 
aging to the defendant was recited. 
- ‘Witnesses testified as to the buying of 
cartridges on the day of the tragedy and 
of the Whites making significant remarks 
as to what they intended’ to-do to the po- 
licemen, 

When Officer Adams was shot down at 
the side of Rumsey’s saloon by J. A. White, 
the other policeman who was with him, 
Officer Jackson, ran around to the front 
of the saloon. Witnesses testified this 
morning that when he did so young Henry 
White, who was in the saloon, walked to 
the front door and poking his pistol out of 
the door deliberately fired at Officer Jack- 
son. The shot took effect and the officer 
reeled around the corner. The young man 
followed him up, shooting at him from 
around the corner. 

Officer Jackson, a number of witnesses 
said, went down, Some of them testified 
that young White noticed that Officer Jack- 
eon, although down, was still alivé, as he 
was half reclining on his elbow, and 
called out to his father, who was across the 
street: 

“The d—n 
yet!"’ 

The elder White pointed his gun at the 
officer and pulled the trigger. The gun 
snapping, he replaced the worthless cart- 
ridge with a good one and fired at the dy- 
ing policeman. ' 

People who were at the deathbed of Offi- 
cer Jackson and who heard his dyng de- 
claration testified that he stated that he did 
not. fire his pistal at all. He told one gen- 
tleman that that young boy t him down 


is moving. He is not dead 


ed him, : 

The defense introduced witnesses who 
stated thatOfficer Jackson did fire his pistol, 
and that while the shooting was in progress 
young White ran around the corner and as 
he did. so Officer Jackson fired at him. 
When the officer fired the young man 
sprang behind the corner and then opened 
fire on the officer. 

The defense will have to overcome the di- 
rect testimony on the part of responsible 
witnesses who say that when the officer 
ran around to the front of the saloon Hen- 
ry White, who as yet had not participated 
in the affair, deliberately went to the doog 
and shot the officer who had not fired at 
him. i 

The hope of the defense rests on those 
witnesses who'’say that on Thirteenth 
street young White did not fire at the of- 
ficer until fired upon himself. 

The young man shows a bullet hole in tha 
rim of his derby which he says was caus- 
ed by Officer Jackson’s bullet. The defense 
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Since the middle of last July no two rail- 
road men have been more before the pub- 
lic eye than President R. C. Hoffman and 
Vice President Everett St. John, of the 
Seaboard Air-Line system.

Jacksonville, Fla., November 20.—During 
an investigation by the Jacksonville city 
council tonight of charges of. collusion be- 
tween the police department of the city 
and the keepers of gambling houses, W. C.

Premier Tells of Settlement of Educa- 


tional Question.

In any school where the average attend- 
ance of Roman Catholic children is a cer- 
tain rumber, the tri.stees, if the parents of 
euch children so petition, shall employ at 
least one duly certified Roman Catholic 
teacher. 

Under the same circumstances regarding 
non-Roman Catholic children, the trustees 
are requested to employ at least one duly 
certified non-Roman Catholic teacher, 
When school room accommodation does not 
permit of Roman Catholic and non-Roman 
Catholic pupils heing placed in separate 
rooms for the purpese of religious teach- 
ing, such teaching .«€ Roman Catholic chil- 
dren shall be carried on during a prescrib- 
ed period of one-half of a month, and that 
of non-Roman Catholic children during the 
other half cf the month. 

Where ten pupils in any school speak 
French or any language other than English, 
as their native tongue, the teaching of 


(or such other languages). No pup!l is to 
be permitted to be present at any religious 
teaching unless parents or guardians of 
such pupils desire it.

RIDER HAGGARD’S TRIBUTE. 


His Last Volume Dedicated to a Brave 
Heroine. 


From The New York Sun. 

Rider Haggard dedicates his last novel, 
“The Wizard,” to “Nada Burnham, who 
‘bound all to her,’ and while her father 
cut his way through hordes of the Ingabo 
regiment, perished of the hardships of war 
at Buluwayo, May 22, 1896.’’ 

On this dedication hangs one of the most 
pathetic stories of south Africa life. Fred 
Burnham, the American scout who killed 
the Matabele prophet, Mlimo, told this 
story recently to friends in Pasadena, 
Cal., where he is now staying. Burnham 
is so modest despite his fame as a scout 
that he passed through New York last 
spring and came clear out to California 
without meeting a single reporter. 

Nada Burnham was the first white child 
born at Buluwayo, Lobengula’s ‘capital, 
after its occupation by the whites in ’94, 
and died there of hardships when the town 
was besieged by natives. The Burnhams 
were in Matabeleland, the country descrip- 
ed in Haggard’s novel, ‘‘Nada, the Lily,” 
when that work appeared. Mrs. Burnham 
was so impressed with the beauty of the 
name Nada, which means lily is the 
native tongue, that she named her baby 
after the heroine in Haggard’s novel. 

Little Nada, having this romantic distinc. 
tion, naturally became a great favorite in 
the settlement, and being withal a winsome 
baby, “bound all to her,” as Haggard re- 
marks in the. book dedicated to her. The 
natives having been vanquished and peace 
restored, Buluwayo rapidly filled up with 
white. people, but there were as yet few 
comforts and no schools. Having business 
in England, Burnham resolved to take his 
eldest child, now a boy of ten, to that coun- 
try to place him in school. Mrs. Burnham 
accompanied him, but Nada was left with 
friends in Buluwayo. While the parents 
were in England the second native out- 
break occurred in Matabéleland. They 
hurried back, and when they arrived they 
found Buluwayo besieged by thousands of 
well-armed blacks. The women and chil- 


huddled into the market house, a iarge 
frame structure in the center of the town, 
while the men defended’ the laager. = 


All had “to live on 
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sadder was that Burnham was in the field 
fighting and could not reach Buluwayo to 
attend the child’s funeral. It Was in Lon- 
don that the Burnhams renewed acquaint- 
ance with Rider Haggard. The novelist 
was deeply affected by the fate of the 
child, and thus dedicated to her his latest 
novel of African life, 


ORIGIN OF AESOP’S FABLES. 


A Scholar Traces Them Back to Egyp- 
tian Folk Lore... : 
From The Brooklyn BHagle. 

Mr. Joseph Jacobs, who has come to 
America from London to tell something 
about Aesop’s fables, belongs to that icono- 
clastic school of writers which has done 80 
much to shake our faith in the accepted 
and venerated. Mr. Jacobs believes that 
Aesop was neither the author nor the col- 
lector of the fables, and that the latter are 
anonymous folk-lore. 

Mr. Jacobs faced a good sized audience in 
the art building yesterday afternoon when 
he began his talks with a resume of the 
literary history of Aesop’s fables. Professor 
Hooper announced on behalf of the Brook- 
lyn institute that the lectures would be 
given on Tuesdays and Saturdays, as Mr. 
Jacobs is obliged to return to England early 
in December, : 

“Next to the Bible,” said the speaker, ‘“I 
suppose that ‘Aesop’s Fables’ are the most 
widely known and most popular of books. 
Indeed, they are more popular than books, 
because we get to know them before we 
learn to read. Thus they are a survival of 
the time when literature passed from man 
to man by word of mouth. We no longer 
neglect nursery tales and child-lore general- 
ly. The brothers Grimm were the founders 
of German philosophy, but they are much 
better’ known as the authors of ‘Grimm's 
Goblins’,than by any other of their titles 
to distirfction. 

“In studying the migrations of fable, we 
shall be able to follow the slow progress of 
men’s thought across the continents~ 
across the centuries. Where shall we take 
out start? A convenient terminus, from 
which we can look both before and back- 
ward is the beginning of printing. 

“In 1475 Heinrich Steinhold published a 
book of ‘Aesop’s Fables’—the first ever 
printed. Steinhold’s Aesop,” Mr. Jacobs 
declared, “is a wonderful hodge podge. 
First comes a life of Aesop, made up of 
what Mr. Jacobs calls ‘noodle stories;’ next 
books II to V of fables attributed to a cer- 
tain Romulus, who, it.is needless to say, 
never lived on sea or land; book VI of ‘Fab- 
ulae Extravagantae,’ or ‘Comic Fables;’ 
book VII attributed to one Renesius, and 
two others. 

“It is certain,” continued Mr. Jacobs, 
“that in his search for fables Steinhold 
cast his net far and wide. Six of these 
books can be traced back to classic an- 
tiquity. 

“The boeks attributed to Romulus are 
writteri.in bad Latin prose; they betray 
traces of metrical composition, however, 
and thus may be traced back in part to 
the collection of fables by Phaedrus, a 
Greek freedman of Augustus Caesar who 
wrote in Latin. The book attributed to 
Renesius, on the other hand, was a com- 
pilation by one Ramnutzio; a mediaeval 
writer: who had access to a Greek manu- 
script of the fables. Now, in 1840, a na- 
tive Greek discovered a manustript con- 
taining about one hundred. fables written 
by Babrius, a tutor of the children of Al- 
exander Serverus, who wrote in.the third 
century. While Phaedrus was a Greek and 
wrote in Latin, Babrius appears to have 
a Latin who wrote in Greek. Both Ba- 
brius and Phaedrus drew from Demetrius of 
Phaleron, an Athenian tyrant, who. collect- 
ed the Aesopian fables in written ‘form 
about 300 B. C. 

“Aesop, the reputed author of the fables, 
lived in Samos about 560 B. C.. It is re- 
lated that he was put to death and that 
compensation was made to the grandson of 
his old master. Now, Aesop may have suf- | 
femed a violent death because he had at- 
tacked tyrants in fables. If he was the 
first to use the fable for politiGal purposes 
it would naturally become associated in the 
public mind with him, But the fable, to 
the Greek mind, was a kind of joke, and 
it is a well-known fact that the popular in- 
telligence does not readily apprehend a 
joke. To pass currency it needs to be iden- 
tifled with the name of a famous joker. If 
we have a witty remark to make, we are 
apt to attribute it to some famous wit like 
Sidney Smith or Talleyrand. Similarly, it 
is probable that the Greeks put their folk- 
lore into the mouth of Aesop, who had 
made himself famous by finding a new field 
for the apologue. In this view, the fables 
resolve themselves into the folk-lore ox 
the Greeks.’’ 
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| HOW LIFE CAN BE MEASURED. 


There Are Certain Indications Which 
Foreshadow Its Length. 


It is possible for a man to so rogulate 
his life nowadays that he can easily live 
to be 100 years cld. It depends very largely 
on what is eaten after the age of thirty 
years is reached. 

The first thing to do is to avoid food that 
contains limelike properties. Forswear ta- 
ble d’hote dinners and live strictly accor- 
ding to the rules of health. Fruit contains 
a large amount of acid, and this neutralizes 
the effect of those elements which make old 
age creep fast upon us. The next thing to 
avoid is bread. It is queer the one thing 
the world eats most of is in a great degree 
contributory to shortness of human exist- 
ence, but medical science declares that 
this is a fact. So we must eut bread off 
the bill of fare altogether. 

Not long ago a t}erman discovered that 
all you had to do in order to live forever 
was to eat a sufficiency of lemons. There 
was only one objection to the plan, but that 
was fatal. You had to eat daily one lemon 
for each seven yeers of your age. When, 
therefore, you arrived at the second or 
third century, your length cf life would 
be of very little use to you, for it would 
take all your time to eat the prescribed 
quantity of lemons. 

But if you must be. careful as to what 
you eat you must also be doubly discreet 
about what you drink. In the Alps and in 
the Pyrenees there is a race of people 
where boys teccme old men at fifteen and 
die of old age at thirty, all because they 
drink lime water. That long-lived race of 
people, the Chinese, drink only raih water, 
if they can possibly obtain it. 

It might seem a simple matter to keep 
lime out of the system, but when you come 
to examine the matter great difficulties pre- 
Sent themselves. Every article of food 
cOitains lime. All vegetables gather it 
from the earth. The cows and the sheep 
get lime from the vegetables, and man gets 
it from both. Of course there are some 
articles of diet that are freer from lime 
than others, and if trese only are chosen 
then something oan be done about length- 
ening the ordinary span of life. 

Onions, the doctors Say, are admirable 
youth preservers, and next to them comes 
the great food of the éastern race—lentils. 
Fish is really the best thing, next to fruit. 
Rice comes a little way behind. Then fol- 
low eggs and pork. After these comes the

Living in @ glass houge !s supposed to be 
attended with te In such an 
abode the privilege of stoning one’s neigh- | 
bor is denied. Being thus placed on exhi- 
bition, as it were, a person is under the 
necessity of behaving himself properly all 
the while—something that requires a little 
effort on the part of at least some people. 
The glazier’s service. would be in frequent 
demand, too, it would seem, for purposes 
of repairs, when the whole mansion was 
one vast bay window. Moreover, the pre- 
cedents established by ,hot~-houses suggest 
the probability that. occupants of such a 
dwelling would be experiencing an endless 
Turkish bath. Nevertheless, there is in 
Yokohama a human home, very different 
from ordinary houses, but possessing sev- 
eral distinct charms, and its outer walls 
are composed of glass. 

This queer residence was conceived by 
Dr. Van der Heyden, of Utercht and Yoko- 
hama, He is a bacteriologist. Men of hie 
particular profession, no matter how sober, 
suffer from a variety of- ‘horrors’? closely 
approaching the inebriate’s ‘‘jim-jams.”’ 
They perpetually see microbes in the air, 
microbes in the water, microbes in their 
food. Their clothing, their rugs, their cur- 
tains and their furniture, the money which 
they finger—yea, the very lips that they 
kiss—are all contaminated—at least in their 
imaginations—with countless bacteria, 
many of which are of the most baleful 
character. And eo while Dr. Van der Hey- 
den has sought other scientific objects also 
in the cons tion of this experimental 
dwelling, his; chief. aim being to devise 
a sanctuary to which the germs of dis- 
ease could not penetraté, The edifice stands 
appropriately on the grounds of the gen- 
eral hospital of Yokohama. 

Roughly estimated, the dimensions of this 
house are as follows: Length, 44 feet; 
breadth, 23; height, ij. Large panes of glass, 
fully half an inch thick, are arranged 
about four inches apart, and set in an iron 
frame, so as to form the sides of a cellular 
building block. The blocks are fastened to- 
gether at their ends, as well as their up- 
per and lower edges, by ‘screws, and be- 
tween one tier and the one above are inter- 
posed strips of felt and a board not over 
five inches wide. In this manner dust-tight, 
insect-proef joints are secured. There are 
no window sashes. A row of small open- 
ings around the upper ‘part of the second 
story allow the escape of air from within, 
but admit no outside air. There isn’t a 
crack anywhere. Entrance is affected 
through a long corridor leading to the lower 
room, and a vista reaches the upper room 
by means of staircase. Doors are so arrang- 
ed in the-corridor that almost no alr can 
can get in with a person except that which 
is already entangled in his clothing. There 
are gratings in the floor of the upper room 
to admit air from below, and plates of 
glass to assist in lighting the lower apart- 
ment, which is part'ally under the ground. 

What is. intended.te be the sole supply 
of air is obtained at a considerable distance, 
being forced through. a pipe, and carefully 
filtered with cotton wOol before it reaches 
the dwelling. In‘ thignanner most of the 
microbes are excluded. But to make the 
sterilization more complete,. the air is 
driven against a.glycerin-coated plate on 
entering the rooms, and any microscopic 
life which passes the cotton wool is cap- 
tured by a substitute for sticky fly paper. 
Inasmuch. as strong sunlight kills nearly 
all bacteria, there is another agent at 
work, destroying possible survivors, and if 
necessary the floors and walls can be spray- 
ed with ‘disinfectants. In spite of all these 
precautions, a few bacteria do get in, prob- 
ably in the clothes of people who have been 
out of doors, but they don’t stand much 
chance of living long, much less of multi- 
plying. An evidence of the sterility of the 
air in this house is found in ‘the fact that 
milk and unsalted butter remain sweet 
much longer than elsewhere. The impurities 
due to breathing and other causes are care- 
fully absorbed by chemicals before the air 
is driven out through the perforations near 
the roof. 

Another remarkable feature of this expe- 
riment is still more interesting than those 
just mentioned. The space between the two 
thicknesses of glass in the walls is filled 
with a solution of certain salts, alum or 
soda. Now, when the sun strikes the house, 
which stands out ungshaded in an open 
tract, the liquid absorbs the solar heat, 
which, consequently, does not penetrate to 
the interior, except very gradually. At the 
hottest hour of the hottest day, therefore, 
it is several degrees cooler in the wpper 
room of this‘ dwelling than in the shaded 
apartments of adjacent residences, where 
there are windows and doors wide open. 
The place is made even more comfortable 
by drying the air with chemicals before it 
enters. 

On the other hand, the chill of evening 
is offset by radiation from warm water in 
the walls. As the water itself cools, it.pre- 
cipitates a part of the salt held in solution. 
The operation releases still *more latent 
heat. So effective is this system in regulat- 
ing the temperature of the room that even 
in freezing weather a few hours of sunlight 
daily are sufficient to render the place 
habitable. It is only when several cloudy 
days appear in succession that artificial 
heat is needed, This is supplied through the) 
medium of filtered air, which is pumped‘ in. 
The quantity of fuel consumed for this 
purpose in the course of a winter is insig- 
mrificant. 


How Streets May Be Cleaned. 
From The Western Electrician. 

It is now proposed to utilize electricity 
still further in improving the sanitary 
condition of the main arteries of large 
municipalities by employing an electrically 
propelled and electrically operated street- 
cleaning} car that will not only sweep the 
pavement, but carry away the dirt. The 
question of cleaning city streets has al- 
ways been a serious problem for municipal 
governments, and in large cities the ex- 
pense of keeping the pavements {tn good 
condition has been so great as to prove 
a burden upon the taxpayer. It must be 
admitted that présent methods are crude 
and inefficient, as well as expensive. 

Many attempts have been made to fiatro- 
duce improved machines, mechaniéally 
operated, and a good deal of study and ex- 
perimental work has been developed in 
this line. With the general adoption of 
electricity upon street railways, however, 
a new field of experiment was opened up, 
and the results thug far accomplished are 
gratifying and encouraging. The “latest 
development in this line is the electric 
self-loading car. This car is fifty feet long, 
nine feet wide and twelve feet high, and it 
is suppotted on double trucks. It ig said 
to be the largest street car in the world, 
and possesses mafy distinctive features. 
It is equipped with three electric motors 
dl pe horse-power each. The main

is a sort of fude imifation of 
the human form outlined in white, says 
an exchange. The figure, which is between 
200 and 300 feet in height, holds a long staff 
in its hand. This is the “Long Man of 
Wilmington,” once the center of profound 
veneration and worship, but now merely 
an object of worship to the curious. 

In order to obtain an adequate idea of 
this great hillside figure, dominating the 
surrounding country, and appearing to 
watch ag guardian over the little village. 
below, it is desitable to approach it afoot, 
tramping along the winding lanes, as the 
pilgrims of old must have tramped when 
they came hither on the occasion of some 
great religious festival. Seen from afar 
the figure doea not appear to be of re- 
markable size, but gradually, as one ap 
proaches the hill, it assumes an imposing 
and definite shape. 

The figure, about 240 feet in height, was 
merely shaped the turf so as to. allow 
the chair to appear through. In the course 
of time these depressions in the surface 
became almost imperceptible, and to such 
an extent was the figuré negiepted that 
at last it was only possible to make out 
the form at a distance when the slight 
hollows were marked by drifted snow or 
when the oblique rays of the rising or set- 
ting sun threw. them into a deep shadow. 
In order to preserve the form of the “Long 
Man,” and to render it at the same time 
easily distinguishable at a distance the out- 
line was marked by a single line of white 
brick placed closely together. The effect 
has been to produce a somewhat startling 
figure, which is plainly visible in fine 
weather from a great distanre. 

There are in different parts of the coun- 
try other examples of extremely rude and 
early Millside figures, and although the 
very fact of their great antiquity renders 
it unlikely that historical or documentary 
evidence will be forthcoming as to their 
design or precise purpose, it is very satis- 
factory to find that an explanation has 
been found which will at once account for 
many of their peculiarities. 

The theory is that these are sacrificial 
figures. We learn from the writings of 
Caesar tHat the Gauls (and the _ Britan 
were doubtless included) had figures of va 
size, the limbs of which, formed of osiers, 
they filled with living men. The figure 
was ultimately fired and the miserable 
victims perished in the flames. There is & 
local saying in Sussex, probably of great 
antiquity, in .which the “Long. Man” is 
mentioned in reference to the weather, It

STAGE DEATH BEDS. 


An Actress Who Has Frequentily 
Given Up the Ghost. 
From The Boston Globe. 

Miss Viola Allen has probably dled as 
many times as any other woman on the 
stage—that is to say, of course, a dramatic 
death. 

“There is something fascinating to me,” 
she said, “in a death scene. If the actress 
has to fall to the ground in a death agony 
she must be careful that she does not per. 
form the feat as though she were a clasp- 
knife folding up. Then, again, she must 
cultivate breathing so that she may seem 
not to be breathing at all. Nothing is mre 
ridiculous than the spectacle presented by 
a supposed corpse whose chest is heaving 
violently, in consequence of the emotion 
attendant upon falling. 

“T remember in ‘Virginius’ I was stabbed 
and fell backward to the ground. The blow 
made me gasp—gradually my limbs became 
rigid, and I fell at the moment the spark 
of life was stpposed to have left’ my body. 
I used to re-uein motionless with my mouth 
and eyes opened. Once a fly flew into my 
mouth—but that is another story. My au- 
thority for such action and subsequent pose 
is the strongest. I was the witness of just 
such a tragedy in real life. The only pain 
I experienced in that scene was the enforc- 
ed holding of my breath. The length of 
the actual death scene is about five min- 
utes. adi 
“When I played in ‘Othello’ with Tomaso 
Salvini I was always very nervous during 
the smothering scene, because the Italian 
tragedian used to get extremely excited. I 
would turn my face sideways and hold a 
small space open under the further side of 
the pillow, so that I could breathe, but even 
that breathing hole would frequently get 
closed under Salvini’s forceful energy. Then 
when he had found that he had killed Des- 
demona without cause, In his remorse he 
would throw himself heavily upon the body. 
I used to wait for this piece of business 
as one would wait for a locomotive about

“As Juliet I have died many times. 
Romeo, you know, drinks the poison and 
Subsequently throws the phial away as 
Juliet approaches him; then, seeing him 
die, stabs herself and falls over him. At 
one theater the property man, thinking 
poison should be represeimted by some 
black fluid, filled the phial with ink.

Shakespeare's dictum that none have ever 
died of love certainly does not apply to Ja- 
pan. It would seem that the Japanese wo- 
men bear bodily suffering better than men, 
that they are more affectionate, they do 
not feel remorse and shame so keenly as 
men, that they are less criminal, or, possi- 
bly, less fearful of the consequences, that 
they are less weak-minded, that disagree- 
ments with their families affect them more 
deeply, that debts and loss of fortune sit 
more lightly on them, that they are less 
melancholy, except when the misconduct of 
their husbands and sons is concerned; that 
they sorrow more for the d dead, that 
they feel cegsure more stronkly; that the 
woes of marriage dé jure and de facto and 
the dread possibilities of marraige come 
home ta.them with deadlier effect, that 
they are vainer or more sensitive than 
men, and that they are not so well able to 
keep secret their motive for suicide.

Generally 
speaking, female suicides are more fre- 
quent in youth and male suicides in ma-

Late judge is sought to be required to keep 
@ public record of all such licenses, and to 
furnish to the grand jury the names of all 
persons to whom he has declined to issue 
license, setting forth his reasons for 80 
declining. A fine of from $50 to $500 is as- 
sessed for failure to carry a weapon without 
license. 

Many members have expressed themselves 
as favor@ble to the bill and believe that it 
would not only add to the state’s revenue 
materially, but would have the effect of re- 
ducing the number of those who carty 
Weapons upon their persons.

NOTED ENGLISHMEN. 

Some English painters have left great 
fortunes, notably Turner and Landseer. 
Turner left £140,000, while the value of Sir 
Edwin Landseer’s personality was £160,000. 
Mr. Edward Armitage, who died a few 
months ago, was still wealthier than either 
Landseer or Turner, but his fortune of 
£318,000 was not derived from the sale of 
his pictures. He was a man of large pri- 
vate means, but his professional income 
was comparatively small. Mr. Edwin 
Long, died in 1891, left £74,000 to his legates, 
and Sir Joseph Boehm, the sculptor, whose 
death took place a few months earlier, 
£47,2%. Another rich sculptor was Sir 
Francis Chantrey, who bequeathed £100,000 
to the Royal academy for the purchase of 
modern works of art.

Americans residing in Cuba have expe- 
rienced severe losses, especially during 
the present year, by reason of the dep- 
redations committed by the Spanish sol- 
diers; but aside from the measure of 
damage entailed upon American citizens 
by the wanton destruction of property 
on the island the trade relations exist- 
ing between this country and Cuba Rave 
been very greatly impaired.

It will be observed from the foregoing 
table that our imports from Cuba, which 
averaged considerably over $6,000,000 a 
month before the revolutionary struggle 
commenced fell to $4,304,342 in the year 
1895 and to barely $2,500,000 in the year 
1896. Indeed, the imports for last Sep- 
tember fell far below this average mark, 
The total receipts for the month aggre- 
gate only $416,897. With respect to 
goods exported to Cuba from this coun- 
try the faling off is equally marked. 
From an average of $1,432,236 a month 
before the present uprising the receipts 
have fallen to $791,540 a month in 1895 
and to only $560,507 a month in 1896, 
From these figures it is evident that this 
country has a very deep interest in the 
Cuban revolution, and that unless hostil- 
ities are soon checked our commercial] 
relations with the island will be com- 
pletely destroyed. 
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Unemployed Laboring: Men. 

Several Alays ago Mr. Carroll D. 
Wright, commissioner of labor, filed a 
report in Washington which reveals a 
most alarming condition of affairs in th's 
country. 

As the result of a careful investiga- 
tion, protracted through several months 
of diligent inquiry, Mr. Wright discov- 
ered that for the year ending May 31, 
1890, there were 1,139,672 persons in 
the United States above the age of ten 
who were idle and_ unemployed. 

Although eix years have intervened 
since the time covered by these investiga- 
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it follows that 


bad condition, due largely to the finan- 
cial policy of the government. On ac- 
count of the scarcity of money thous- 
ands of laboring men have thrown 
out of employment, ang the number of 
vagrants on the streets has increased 
daily. It is perfectly fair fo assume, 
therefore, in view of the information 
furnished by the commissioner of labor 
that if in 1890 there were 1,139,672 
idle persons in the United States there 
must necessarily be a much larger num- 
ner of laboring men unemployed at this 
time. Without making amy extended 
comment upon these figures it is suffl- 
cient to observe that they indicate 4 
very great financial depression.

After that 
first session the managers of Judge Fish, 
Judge Harris, Judge Hopkins, Judge Bran- 
ham and Colonel Shannon agreed that 
their best play was to keep their votes 
away from Judge Gober. This was before 
the Wednesday night session, their pur- 
pose and agreement being to let Cobb be 
nominated Wednesday night and then com- 
bine their votes against Gober on the last 
ballot. Carter Tate, who was Gober’s 
manager, had only 140 votes against about 
210 of the combined vote. He handled his 
forees splendidly, but was met on all siiés 
by a most discouraging condition of af- 
fairs. The men who were back of the 
plan referred to decided that the best way 
to insure the success of their plan was to 
throw his vote 
to Cobb and land him. hen Shannon's 
name was withdrawn everybody who was 
familiar with the situation felt sure that 
the plan would succeed and that Mr. Cobb 
would be nominated on the fifth ballot. 
Mr. Cobb's friends, it may be explained 
right here, were not a party to the deal at 
all, but of course were working hard for 
the nomination of their own man. Carter 
Tate saw through this scheme and, hoping 
to avert what then see to be the in- 
evitable and to postpone the struggle until 
the next day, when new understandings 
could be reached, he pulled off the Gober 
vote which had been going to Cobb and, 
as explained by The Cons tion yester- 
day, prevented the nomination of Mr, Cobb 
Wednesday night. 

“In my opinion no man ever had his mi- 
nority forces so well in hand, and every- 
body was surprised at his success in pre- 
venting Cobb’s nomination and in securing 
the adjournment, which he did after two 
efforts, through a roll call of the con- 
vention. All this time the Cobb men were 
fighting hard to win and were not a party 
to the combination against Gober.

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BOTH TEAMS IN GOOD SHAPE | 


Files an Answer to the Charges of Executor 
John M. ‘Moore, 
SAYS HE IS WORTH $500,000 


“TJ am Old, but Not Feeble,” Says 
' Mr. Marsh. 


HE DENIES MANY OF THE ‘ALLEGATIONS 
Asks That the Suit Be Dismissed and 
Gives in Detail His Reasons 
for the Request. 


An answer and demurrer were yesterday 


filed by Mr. E. W. Marsh, Sr., to the pe-. 


tition of Mr. John M; Moore, executor of 
the estate of the late W. A. Moore. 

Mr. Maresh asks that the petition be 
dismissed, giving several reasons as his 
grounds for this request. The answer was 
filed by Attorneys Candler and Thompson 


and Judge John L. Hopkins & Sons. 

In the petition of Mr. Moore, which he 
filed as one of the executors of the estate 
of W. A. Moore, it was charged that Mr. 
Marsh was aged and infirm afd was en- 
gaged in the conduct of a hotel and in 
mining business, both of which were al- 
leged to be hazardous and necessarily in- 
volving the risk of great losses. 

To these charges Mr. Marsh replies that 
he admits he is old, but denies that he is 
feeble or infirm, or that he is running a 
hotel. He states that he owns a hotel, 
but has it leased. He admits that he is 
engaged in the business of mining, but de- 
nies that his mining operations are at- 
tended with great risk of large losses. He 
says his investments promise to be very 
profitable, 

“T do not propose to disclose my private 
business,’’ said Mr. Marsh, “with which 
plaintif? and others have no connection, 
but I affirm with positiveness that mentally, 
physically and financially my condition is 
such that by no possibility can plaintiff or 
the estate he represents have any concern 
about me,” 2 

Mr. Marsh declares that over and above 
all indebtedness, either personal or securi- 
ty, he has an estate worth over $500,000, and 
is worth that amount in excess of any 
and every liability. 

In answer to the allegations made by 
Executor Moore in regard to the loaning of 
money by Mr. Marsh, the following state- 
ment is made in the answer filed yesterday: 

“This defendant is making every effort 
that the condition of the country admits 
of to convert all the assets that come into 
his hands as the surviving partner into 
cash in order that he may distribute it as 
soon as the same can be done. After pay- 
ing off the indebtedness of the firm of 
which he is survivor, he has paid over to 
the other executors of said W. A. Moore, 
either by paying their share of the taxes 
or in cash, all the moneys which have 
come into his hands, except $5,944.11, one- 
half of which belongs to this defendant. 
The other half was not paid over to said 
executors for the reason that, by advice 
of council, such payment was withheld to 
await the result of said pending suit; but 
in order that no loss might accrue to said 
estate this defendant, on the 20th of 
January last, loaned $2,000 to Draper, Moore 
& Co., taking their note therefor, due one 
day after date and bearing interest at the 
rate of 7 per cent per annum, and on the 
llth of January last loaned to said Draper, 
Moore & Co. $6515.13, taking their note 
therefor, due one day after date, with in- 
terest at the rate of 7 per cent per annum, 
This defendant, on said 20th of January, 
executed a note for 2,515.13, due one year 
after date and bearing 7 per cent interest. 
This defendant also has $913.85, for which 
he has executed no note, but on which 
he proposes to pay interest at the rate of 
7 per cent, which is being held to pay the 
state and county taxes for 1896, which will 
not have to be paid until the 20th of Decem- 
ber next, at which time he will pay said 
taxes and charge the estate of said W. A. 
Moore with one-half of said taxes assessed 
against the said North Pryor and Edgewood 
avenue store and lot."’ 

When the petition of Executor Moore was 
filed it was presented to Judge Lumpkin, but 
Judge Lumpkin announced that he was 
disqualified, and the restraining order was 
signed by Judge George F. Gober and the 
case was set for a hearing this morning 
before him in the state library. 

Judge Gober afterwards requested Judge 
Candler to hear the case, and the matter 
may come up today at 10 o’clock before him 


in chambers.

SAYS THAT $400 IS AMPLE PAY 


Gives His Reasons for Opposing the 
| Thomas Resolution. 


MAJORITY OF THE COUNCIL FAVORS $600 


They Are Not Personally Affected by 
the Venable Act but Say Their 
Successors Deserve More. 


’ 

Mayor King yesterday vetoed the Thom- 
as resolution, passed by the city council 
at its last meeting, requesting the’general 
assembly to pass an amendment to ~At- 


members of the general council at $600 a 
year, instead of $300, as the Venable act, 
which was recently made a law, provides, - 

The salaries have been $600 a year for 
several years. Recently, however, the Ven- 
able act passed the legislature, reducing 
the salaries of the city fathers in the future 
to $300. The reduction does not affect the 
councilmen and aldermen now in office, but 
their successors. 

Last Monday the subject came up before 
the gereral council and was debated con- 
siderably. The consensus of opinion was 
to the effect that $300 a year would not 
Ycompensate the city fathers for the time 
lost from their individual business iuter- 
ests. There were fifteen members of the 
general council present, besides tthe chair- 
man, Ten of these were convinced that a 
fair compensation for the work done by 
the councilmen: and aldermen was the old 
sum of $600 a year. The solons who voted 
against the resolution to change the sala- 
ries from .$300 to $600 were Aldermen TFiow- 
ell and Tolbert and Councilmen Miller, 
Morris and Inman. 

The vote in favor of $600 outnumbered the 
vote for leaving it at $300 two to one, The 
sentiment among the councilmen and alder- 
men is very strong that $300 is not suffi- 
cient remuneration for the arduous duties 
that are necessary. It is not improbable 
that an attempt will be made to override 
the mayor's veto. 

Mayor King says in his veto message that 
while he thinks $600 is too much $300 may be 
too small, and he fs willing to approve a 
resolution providing fur a salary of #400 a 
year. 4 

Mayor King’s veto is a document of more 
than ordinary ‘taterest. He gives his rea- 
sons for favoring a reduction from §600 in 
very plan language. 


The Mayor’s Veto Message. 
The mayor's veto is as follows: 
‘To the Honorable General Council: 
I return without approving in its pres- 
ent shape the accompanying resolu- 
tion, which provides for an amendment 
to the city charter, leaving the gsala- 
ries of aldermen and councilmen, and 
those of the members of the various 
boards and commissions, the same us 
they were prior to the Venable amend- 
ment reducing the former, and prohibit- 
ing the payment of any salaries to the 
latter, for the folowing reasons; 
“The effect of this change would be 
to provide for paying $600 per year to 
the aldermen and councilmen after Jan- 
uary ist, next, instead of $300, as named 
in the Venable amendment, In my opin- 
ion $300 ig nearer the correct figure for 
such salaries than $600. Especially is 
this true at the present time, when Wwe 
are drawing near the close of an eco- 
nomical administration, and have sought 
an amendment enjoining upon our suc- 
cessors the duty of a tax reduction, The 
service thus rendered is; too, undertak- 
en by our best citizens because of its 
high and honorable character, and be- 
cause of their public spirit, and not be- 
cause of the money consideration involv- 
ed. I think it is not improper for some- 
thing to be paid as in a measure com- 
pensating these officials for the loss of 
time and attention, in looking after 
their own affairs, and as evidencing an 
appreciation of their work. } 

Pay Larger Than the Governor’s. 

‘When we reflect that the whole time 
given by a member of the general coun- 
efl to public duty will certainly not ex- 
ceed and probably not equal two months 
of continuous service during the year, 
it will be seen that compensation at the 
rate of $300 per month, more than is 
paid the governor of Georgia, is too 
high. As it is perhaps true that $300 
per year is not quite enough for this 
service, I will approve a recommenda- 
tion for an amendment placing these sal- 
aries at $400 per year, should the gen- 
eral council see proper to make it. 

“I believe it to_be right to adequate- 
ly compensate the members of the sev- 
eral boards and commissions who have 
heretofore had salaries, and cs this 
affects but three of such departments, 
I will deal with them in detail. The 
amount which would thus be provided 
for the water commissioners, $100 each 
per year, is fair and reasonable, and I 
approve of such amendment. ' 

Paid Too Much. 

“The members of the board of health 
would receive $100 each per year, except 
the president of the board, who would 
receive $200, and except also the sec- 
retary of the board, who would receive 
$5900, I think this rate of compensation 
fair as to the members of this board, 
and that the extra allowance to the 
president is not improper, because of 
the increased duties and responsibilities 
that devolve upon him, and I also think 
it right to pay the secretary something 
more than the others because of his 
greater labors, but I think $500 is too 
much. He has probably to devote from 
twice to three times as much time and 
attention to the affairs of the board as 
the others, and from two to three times 
as much pay would seem to be adequate. 
I know that competent men can be se- 
cured for these duties, certainly at $250 
or $300 per year, and indeed trust that 
the present efficient secretary would ac- 
cept a re-election and serve at this rate. 
I would, therefore, approve a recommien- 
dation to this effect, if made by the 
general council. 

Police Commissioners Paid Properly. 

“The members of the board of police 
commissioners would receive $100 each 


per year, except the chairman and sec-

or commission, can complain of injus- 
tice in this matter because they have 
all been chosen, or nominated, who will 
serve after January ist next, with 
knowledge of the law that reduces or 
removes their salaries, and any increase 
or provision for compensation where 
none now exists; is a distinct benefit 
and enlargement of their remuneration.

What the Councilmen Think. 

There is no doubt about the fact that tho 
mayor's veto is not approved by a majority 
of the council members. Their opposition 
to the reduction may not be so emphatic 
that they will raise a contest over the mat- 
ter, but a fight in the council would sur- 
prise none who is acquainted with the 
strength of the opposition, The present 
councilmen are not personally affected one 
way or the other by the change, but they 
have done the work and know how much 
time and Attention it takes. In their de- 
sire to continue the salaries at $600 a year 
they want to see their successors fairly | 
compensated, 

Once before in late years there has been 
a row over salaries in the council. When 
Mr. W. A. Hemphill was mayor the salaries 
of council members was $200. A resolution 
was passed to raise the salaries to $600 a 
year which Mayor Hemphill vetoed. It was 
raised to $600 over the mayor's veto and 
stood at that figure until the Venable bill 
reducing it to $300 passed the legislature.

The State Executive Committee To Meet 
in Atlanta Tuesday. 


WILL THEY NAME JUDGES? 


Committee Will Decide the Question 
of Putting Out Candidates, 


CHAIRMAN CUNNINGHAM HAS A WORD TD SAY 


States That the Report That the 
Populists Have Decided Not To 
Put Out Ticket Is Wrong. 


The populist executive committee has 
been called to meet on Tuesday. At that 
time it will be determined whether that 
party will put out candidates for the su- 


preme bench. A 

Mhe report that it has been understood 
by the leaders of the populist party that 
they should not put out candidates forall 
the places on the supreme bench is dénied 
by the chairman of the state executive 
committee. Chairman John Cunningham 
was in Atlanta yesterday, and during his 
stay here held several interviews with the 


leaders of the party in Atlanta. 

“I cannot say,” he replied, “whether we 
will decide to put men out for the supreme 
bench or not. We have reached no decision 
in the matter at all, and the report that 
we have already determined not to name 
candidates for the new offices is incorrect. 
The executive committee of our party has 
been called to meet Tuesday. This will be 
our first session since the close of the cam- 
paign, when the fusion question was con- 
s.dered. Whether the populists will have 
candidates in the field will remain for the 
members of the state executive committee 
to decide. Our meeting is not called for the 
special purpose of consider.ng this question 
alone, but to look into the aflairs of the 
party generally, and take up such issues 
for discussion as have recentiy arisen. In- 
cidentally, the supreme court question will 
come up. Then it will be definitely de- 
termined upon whether: we shall put out 
one. or more cardidates for the supreme 
bench,” 

Chairman Cunningham is looking well. 
Since the close of his campaign he has been 
at his home in Marietta. He has been 
much interested in the outcome of the cor- 
respondence between Senator Butler and 
Mr. Watson, knowing that the result will 
mean the formation of new lines in the 
populst party. The breach between the 
ultra-fusionists and the ‘“middle-of-the- 
roaders” has w.dened since the national 
election, because of the correspondence. 
Those populists who were fusion.sts in the 
St. Louis convention and stood by Cwhair- 
man Butler in the course he adopted dur.ng 
the campaign-are upon one side and those 
who were the rigid disciples of the ‘‘middle- 
of-the-road’’ doctrine stand by Mr. Watson 
in the warm denunciation he has made of 
the action of Cha.rman Butler. The party 
Las split, and the two factions are wide 
apart. Chairman Cunningham ‘has watched 
ithe new condition of affairs, and has 
strongly stuck to Mr, Wattson’s side of the 
question, 

On the matter of puttting out candidates 
for the supreme bench, Cha rman Cunning- 
ham would say nothing, except that it re- 
mained for the committee to dec.de. When 
the campaign closed it was the purpose 
of the populists to put out only one man 
for the suprene bendh, and to concentrate 
the efforts of the party upon the election 
of this candidate. Other issues have come 
up since then, however, which, it is said, 
will cause the committee to decide not to 
place any candidate in the field.

ODD FACTS ABOUT FINGER RINGS 


— 


From The Chicago News. 
The trivial little circles of gold and 
gems called rings have played all sorts of 


‘and winter. 


parts in the world’s history. They have 
been used as symbols, tokens of trust, 
badges of rank and honor and also as 
signs of servitude. 


Of all ornaments the ring was the first 
worn and mythologists tell an ingenious 
story to account for its origin: Jove upon 
releasing the Titan Prometheus from his 
rock of torture compelled him, as a souve- 
nir of his experience, to perpetually wear 
on his finger a link of the chain that had 
bound him. All the Hindu4Mogul divini- 
ties are represented as wearing rings and 
the gods of elephants are likewise adorned. 


The Bible gives numerous instances illus- 
trating the importance of the signet ring; 
Darius sealed with his the den of lions; 
Jezebel made use of Ahab’s ring to seal 
the counterfeit letters ordering the death 
of Naboth. 


One of the oldest rings in existence is 
that of Cheops, founder of the great pyra- 
mid. It is of gold, adorned with hiero- 
glyphics. The use of carabel and signet 
rings by the Egyptians dates back into an- 
tiquity. They were made of gold, silver, 
bronze, precious stones or faience. 


Many of the rings were made to open, 
or portions would revolve and devices 
representing the name of the wearer were 
common. In one dynasty a very pretty 
kind of ring was made in blue, green and 
‘purple glazed faience. Examples of these 
rings are very numerous. The band is 
about an eighth of an inch thick and of a 
substance finer and more fragile than gJass. 


The Lacedemons, according to the laws 
of Lycurgus, despised gold and had only 
iron rings. The anclent heroes of the 
Greek legends are reported as wearing 
rings. With the increasing love of luxury 
the Romans wore rings, one great man 
having as many as sixty on at one time 
and possessing different sets, for summer 
In getting up pleasure par- 
tles the Romans exchanged rings as a 
promise that they would attend. Helioga- 
balus never wore the same ring twice. 


DOES CULTURE SHORTEN LIFE. 


Does culture shorten life? Such a ques- 
tion as this may sound a trifle odd in this 
age of progress and learning and yet the 
disclosure recently made by 2. German 
scientist are of such a nature as to make 
it altogether reasonable. According to the 
figures which he has gathered the German 
empire, with a population of 55,000,000, has 
but seventy-eight subjects who are more 
than 100 years old. France, with. 40,000,000 
people, has 213 persons who have passed 
their 100th birthday. 

England has only 146 centennarians, 
while Ireland has 578. Scotland has forty- 
six, Denmark two, Belgium five, Sweden 
ten and Norway twenty-three. Switzer- 
land, with its numberless schools and col- 
leges, cannot boast of a single man who 
is 100 years old, but Spain has 410. 

The most astonishing) figures come from 
the Balkan peninsula. Little Servia has 575 
persons more than 100 years old, Roumania 
1,084, Bulgaria 3,883. Bulgaria has a cen- 
tenartan to every 1,000 inhabitants and 
holds the international! record. In 1892 
alone there died in Bulgaria 350 persons of 
more than 100 years. 


In the Balkan peninsula, for instance, a 
man is not considered tottering on the. 
verge of the grave when he reaches a 
round century. This is because a year or 
so ago in Servia there were 126 persons 
between 106 and 115 years, 123 between i115 
and 125 years, eighteen between 125 and

Vice President St. John Says Stock- 
holders Were Satisfied. ~ 


THEY KNEW A GOOD THING AND HELD ON 


Directors and Executive Officers 
Elected for the Georgia, Caro- 
lina and Northern. 


President R. C. Hoffman, Vice President 
St. John, of the Seaboard Air-Line, ©X- 
President Charles Mayer, of the Baltimore 
and Ohio, and several other gentlemen ar- 
rived in Atlanta yesterday morning on a 
special and remained all day. 

Speaking of the future policy of the Sea- 
board, President Hoffman said that he 
hoped it would continue in harmony with 
its connections and competitors. “Ty al- 
ways prefer peace to demoralization and do 
not go to war unless forced into it. I 
have found it necessary in the past to 
act on the aggressive to protect the in- 
terests which I. represent. If @ similar 
occasion should arise I would do what 
seemed best to protect our interests. We 
are always ready to confer and at least 
make van effort to avoid war. In the 
past our aggressive policy Was really 
forced upon us. We did not begin the 


fight. Remember that. So long as we are 
let alone we will be found to be peaceable 
and when we have to fight, we do it open 
and above board. If others fight surrepti- 
tiously and make secret cuts we defend our- 
selves by complying with the law and 
publishing our rates.” 

Mr. St. John, who conducted the fight last 
summer, looked as mild and deep 45 a 
placid lake. “We are back again where 
we were prior to the annual meeting in 
Portsmouth two or three months ago,” he 
said. “As to the Seaboard’s future policy 
I would say that I see no reason why it 
should not be friendly to all other roads. 
No man can tell what certain conditions 
will produce. I hope for the best and 
look on the bright side. The management 
of the Seaboard ‘has been heaftily sustain- 
ed by votes of all the lines in the system. 
The New York syndicate made an offer 
of $125 a share for the Seaboard and Kve- 
noke stock, but the stockholders evidently 
thought that it was worth more than 
that and so did not sell.” 

“They knew a good thing when they saw 
it?” was suggested. 

“Unquestionably so. They decided that 
if the stock was worth $125 to the New 
Yorkers it was worth that much to them 
and they held on to it. Our management 
has produced good results. The stock- 
holders were informed of what their 
properties did last year and then they 
refused $125.

“Said commission shall inquire into the 
methods that obtain in other states of fur- 
nishing school books for the common 
schools arid to devise and recommend some 
plan for providing schoolbooks for the 
Georgia schools at more reasonable cost, if 
possible. The said commission to make re- 
port to the next session of the general as- 
sembly. Until the report of the said com- 
mission is received the boards of education 
of the sevefal céunties in which book con- 
tracts expire shall make no long-term con- 
tracts In the adoption of books, and the 
State school commissioner is hereby in- 
structed to so notify them.’’ 

Seven Months’ School Term. 

‘Mr. Hardeman’s bill was referred to the 
committee on education and that commit- 
tee will take up the question at an early 
date.

New York, November 20.—The advance in 
Liverpool this morning was probably caus- 
ed by rain in India, which relieved Man- 
chester of the fear of a famine more severe 
than now reported. Our market, however, 
Was depressed by the movement at the in- 
terior towns, which, while expected to be 
heavy, proved too large for the market, 
weakened by the disappointment felt by 
traders at the amount coming ito sight. It 
is estimated that this amount will be 405,000 
bales, against 346,000 bales last weck. ‘T’he 
feeling in the market is bearish, based on 
the heavy movement, and while estimates 
of the total crop continue smail, the trade 
now requires the movement to show some 
evidence of the crop being less than 8,500,000 
bales. Locally the market seems liquidated 
and short, but without any great recupera- 
tive powers until the movement slackens. 
It developed during the afternown that the 
cotton which was pressing had passed into 
the hands of people acting for continental] 
epinners, and when this relief was felt the 
market gradually recovered, closing steady, 
The amount coming into sight for the week 
was 398.000 bales, against 316,40 bales in 
1895, 478.000 bales in 1894 and 386,000 bales in 
1893. If this crop moved two weeks earlier 
than the average for many years past, it 
now points to less than 8,500,000 bales.

New York, November 20.—(Special.)—The 
volume of the port and interior receipts to- 
day was simply appalling.

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POE’S FAMOUS POEM. 


How He Came To Write “The 
: Raven.”’ 

One day when 1 was a child of twelve or 
thirteen, I stood tiptoeing in my uncle’ s 
offica; my eye was caught by an engraving 
hung high over a lamp bracket at one end 
of the «himney place, says Francis Aymar 
Mathews in The Gatchelor of Arts. lt was 
the portrait of a man’s face, dark, saad , 
proud, Irresistsble almost in the attraction 
of its deep eyes, and the suggestive <urve 
of the weak chough haughty mouth, Un- 


derneath the picture was written In a 


beautiful, firm, small, even hand: “To my | 


bit nearer .tu him and the blaze. ‘ 

Of course I did; hungry for the eerie and 
the strange, I fairly shivered with delight- 
ful anticipation then over its first hearing, 
as I have many a time since when I have 
begged for its repetition at my uncle's lips. 
It is because I have heard it so often that 
I am able to put Gown so. accurately the 
picturesque little history of at least one of 
(if not the) inceptional phases of a poem 
that has run the gamut of the world and 
ensnared its every reader. 

‘Tt was in the winter of 1844-45," bogan 
my uncle, “a drigzling night, full of chill 
and murk, shifty with freaks of an east 
wind that shivered against lamp posts and 
rattled the swinging signs All along Broad. 
way. Broadway was not then what it is 
now, and on such a night years ago, the 
warm flare of the gas at the entrance to 
the Park theater—the old Park theater 
down yonder on Park row—seemed véry 
attractive to a young man still in his 
twenties, and with a play of his own in 
his desk, into which he had put his best. I 
crossed over and went in. I found Hdgar 
Poe in the seat beside mine; we shook 
hands; we had known each other for some 
years by letter, and for eome months face 
to face. 

“He was one of the most courteous and 
attentive listeners I ever encountered, and, 
with a delicacy and interest unbounded, he 
inquired as to the play I was then so intent 
upon. It was ‘Witchcraft,’ and as briefly 
as I could I outlined the plot tohim, As I 
came to the close of the fourth act, de- 
picting the anguish and horror of my hero, 
Gideon, on being convinced that his mother 
is in truth a witch, beholding as he does 
the signs in the elements and in the sky, 


‘Poe, this gaze fixed before him, said in his 


low, melodious voice, ‘Mr: Mathews, why 
do you not at this point have a raven—that 
bird of ill omen—flit across the stage over 
the witch’s head? Do you know,’ he went 


| on, his eyes still immovably riveted on the 
| glowing space before him, his voice so low 


that it could not disturb even his nearest 
neighbor, ‘that that bird—tlLat imp-bird— 
pursues me mentaliy perpetually; I cannot 
rid myself of its presence; as I sit here I 
seem to hear the melancholy of its croak 
as I used to hear it in my boyish days 
at school in Stoke-Newington; I seem to 
hear the sordid flap of ite wings in my ears. 
I wonder, Mr. Mathews,’ he said, looking 
at me nuw squarely in the face, ‘if Dickens 
has ever been haunted by the raven as I 
am; I wonder if the raven in ‘Barnaby 
Rudge’ is hig expression of the monotonous 
power the bird hus had over his mind. 
What do you think?’ 

*“ ‘Candidly,’ I answered, ‘from a long cor- 
respondence with Dickens, I take him to be 
&@ man so little inclined to the introspective 
that his presentation of Barnaby’s raven is 
likely to have been more for its effect than 
the result of a deep cause.’ 

“*T see,’ Poe responded; ‘that Is precisely 
it. SOme men sway trifies, foibles, or events 
to their own shaping, others’ —he shifted his 
gaze back to the space no doubt peopled by 
his fancies—‘are swayed and swung hither 
and fro by whispers heard only by them- 
selves.’ 

“Half an hour later I came out, jumped 
into the omnibus, and away it went rat- 
tling over the wet cobblestones—oh, yes, 
nothing smoother in those old days—up 
through the mirth of Broadway. We had 
reached Bleecker street, when there, tn the 
circle of a.sickly, yellow light, under the 
lamp post, I beheld Edgar Poe standing, 
writing on the margin of a paper, appar- 
ently utterly oblivious of everything 
around him. I pulled the strap and dashed 
out, and yet even then something made me 
pause as I saw him-—a something that 
shone, like the glitter of stars in a hot 
summer sky, in the depths of his gray eyes 
—a. something that exuded from his white 
brow, where the dark curls, gemmed with 
the frozen raindrops, sparkled in the mea- 
ger light of tthe almost deserted thorough- 
fare; but for an instant, when common 
sense came to my aid, combined with com- 
mon feeling for a man standing inviting 
disease in such weather as this. 

“*Poel’ I cried, touching him lightly on 
the shoulder, as I held the umbrella over 
his head. . 

“With a curious urbanity—a gentleness 
which yet spoke to me in other language 
and told me of the chagrin at being inter- 
rupted, he greeted me and thanked me 
and said, answering my earnest queries as 
to why he had given me the slip and de- 
prived me of the pleasure of his company 
at supper. 

“I thank you very much; I could not 
have eaten or drunk, or’ slept, or gone a 
step farther than this, or waited a moment 
luuger than now.’ (Poe then lived in Ami- 
ty street, only a few blocks distant.) ‘It is 
the Raven,’ he went on, pushing his dark 
hair back from his forehead, and with his 
feet almost frozen in a puddle; with my 
umbrella beating now this way and now 
that, by the flierceness of the wind; with 
the rumble of a solitary cart emphasizing 
the solitude; with the creaking of a board 
sign at the corner—Poe said in a hushed, 
strained voice—a voice where some pent-up, 
surging sorrow seemcd slipping from his 
control: 

,"* ‘Let me read you a stanza or two here, 
now, will you?’ 

“Ie read on from the scrap of paper that 
he held as far as the words, ‘Pefvhed and 
sat and nothing more,’ when lack of mere 
physical strength, I believe, made him 
stop, and I came to a realizing sense of 
our surroundings and/position. 

“Tt is cold,’ he said, with a slight trem- 
or, while he looked half inquiringly at me. 

“*The poem is superb, Mr. Poe,’ I cried, 
‘but it is madness for us to stop out here 
in the street in the storm.’ We walked 
along together and all the while his lips 
were framing snatches of the poem des- 
tined to win him immortality; more often 
the fatal refrain coming ‘to my ears of 
‘Quoth the raven, ‘“‘Nevermore.”’ ’ 

‘“‘We reached the steps of his residence, 
and then he turned and thanked me with 
the pecullar grace and charm of manner 
which, in my acquaintance with him, al- 
ways distinguished Edgar Allan Poe ‘Be 
sure to finish this raven poem.’ I said. 

“With a meiancholy sigh—the insensible, 
impalpable waft of a restless and impris- 
oned spirit—he answered: ‘ 

“*‘T shall have to; it has not let me 
rest; it will not let me sleep until tt is 
completed. Perhaps if I have unce put it 
on paper the ill-omened fowl will quit my 
ear and leave me in peace.’ 

“Not many weeks after, my dear, I 
bought and read that very copy of ‘The 
Raven,’ which I now give to you, and a 
little later it was the most admired and 
wondered over of the productions of the 


day.” s

The petition alleges that Patrick Hanlon 
occupies and is ip possession of certaim 
property near the corner of Harris and 
Luckie etreeta, the title to which ir claim- 
ed by Thomas Hanlon, the plaintiff. He 
charges that Patrick Hanlon has received 
the profits from the land for the past two 
or three years and now refuses to pay the 
rents or deliver the property. 

Thomas Hanlon claims that on May 13, 
1898, Mrs. Susan Clince, the owner of the 
property, made him a warranty deed to 
the real estate now in dispute. A few days 
after the deed was signed he says he 
went to the place and found Patrick Han- 
lon in possession, who informed him that 
the property had been bought from Joseph 


Hanion. 
Sensational Charges Are Made. 


The peiition states that on December 
$1, 1872, Mrs. Clince purchased the property 
from Mrs. Mary A. McCown, deceased. 
When she purchased this propérty, savs 
the petition, and at the time she executed 
the deed, she entrusted the purchase of the 
property and the preparations for the ex- 
ecution of the deed to Joseph Hanlon, who 
was the nephew of Mrs. Clince. She says 
she had confidence In her kinsman and be- 
liaved he was worthy of belief, but in- 
stead of having the deed prepared from 
Mrs. McCown to hersélf, she says he had, 
the decd prepared to himself, and by a 
fraudulent trick his name was inserted in 
the deed instead of hers, and the deed, 
without being read; was executed to him. 

Mrs. McCown says she did not read the 
deed, but of course thought she was ex- 
ecuting it to Mrs. Clince. Mrs. Clince says 
she did not discover the alleged fraud ‘until 
she had made a deed for the same piece 
oL property to Thomas Hanlon, the plaintiff 
in the present Htigation. 

The petition states that Joseph Hanlon, 
to further consummate his fraud, kept the 
déed off of record-until about 1893, fearing 
that he might be discovered tn the fraud 
which the is charged with having com- 
mitted. 

Thomas Hanlon in. his petition says that 
he understands that Joseph .Hanlon has 
boasted that he had instruments of writ- 
ing by which all rights in the ppoperty had 
been canceled. Thomas Hanlon says that 
he remembers signing two papers, but that 
he was drunk at tlie’ time and that monéy 
for the whisky. was furnished by 
Joseph Hanlon, and that both Joseph 
and Patrick Hanlon knew petitioner was 
drunk at the time the papers were ex- 
ecuted. 

Thomas Hanlon asks that these two pa- 
— be brought into court and canceled 
y an order of the dourt. He asks that the 
deed, alleged to have been fraudulently 
obtained, be brought into court and de- 
clared void and that the cloud upon his 
title be removed.

At Charlotte, N. C., a colored cook of a 
prominent family met with a very queer 
accident.

According to Present Plans He Will 
Open In Atlanta—He Has a Good 
) Thing, Too, 


Captain V. E. McBee has struck a big 
thing in his contract with Mr. William J. 
Bryan for a lecture tour, He has been of- 
fered $25,000 by a New York syndicate for 
the contract, the syndicate offering to take 
the risk and pay him that sum just to step 
aside and give it a chance. He th.nks that 
Mr. Bryan is wth more than that, and 
has declined to sell his contract. 

Handsome guarantees have been offered 
to Captain McBee by parties in 4 dozen 
States, and the propositions come from re 
sponsible parties. The date of Mr. Bryans 
appearance in Atlanta has not been defi- 
nitely decided upon, but it will be announc- 
ed in a few days. He will open his tour 
here and the occasion will be made a great 
Bryan day. Special rates will be given by 
the railroads, and it is believed that thou- 
sands of people will come into the city from 
neighboring counties. It seems to be the 
pian to have Mr. Bryan appear only in the 

large cities. 

From the way inquires are be‘ing made 
about the tour it seems that every eounty 
seat in the country wants to hear him and 
engagements enough could be made right 
now to keep him busy for four years. 

As it is Mr, Bryan will make more imon- 
ey in a few months than he would have re- 
ceived in salary had he been elected presi- 
dent. He is still in Missouri hunting with 
a party of friends. He is not so good al 
shooting a gun as he is at speaking, for 
he always hits the mark when he talks 
The first day that he was out gunning this 
week he killed only one rabbit, according 
to western papers, and they say that rab- 
bits are right plentiful this year. 

Yesterday the following telegram was re- 
ceived from Captain McBee: 

“Portsmouth, November 20.—Editor Cone 
stitution—My representative, Alexander 

Comstock, has just returned from Lincoln, 
Neb.. and brings to me an-agreement sign- 
ed by Hon. William J. Bryan, under which 
he agrees to deliver a series of lectures. By 
the terms of the agreement as stated in 
The Constitution, Mr. Bryan will receive 
more money in a few months than he 
would receive had he been elected president 
of the United States. Announcement will 
soon be made of the’ title of the first lec- 
ture which, according to present plans, he 
wil) deliver in Atlanta. 

“Since the announcement by the press 
throughout the country of the negotiations, 
my belief in the universal popularity of 
Mr. Bryan has been strengthened by com- 
munications and offers received from all 
sections of the United States. 

“Tam in receipt of urgent invitations for 
him from Ohio, Wisconsin, Indiana, Iowa, 
Minnesota, Colorado, Arkansas, New Mexi- | 
co, Florida and Texas, and offering appar- 
ently fabulous, but guaranteed, sums for 
his lecture. I am also just in receipt of an 
offer from a responsible syndicate in Néw 
York of a clear $25,000 for my agreéetnent. 
They wish to inaugurate his tour in New 
York. My present intentions, however, are 
to tdur the most important cities of the 
south, including Texas, from which state 
several propositions have been receved for 
exclusive privilege.

Mr. John Hoch Expired Yesterday of 
Typhoid Fever. 

Mr. John Hoch; a young man nineteen 
years of age, died yesterday afternoon at 
his residence in this city. He was formerly 
from Mount Airy, Ga., and had come to 
this city to engage. in business. He had 
been employed at the Southern Terra Cotta 
works, where he was well liked. 

He had always enjoyed good health until 
about six weeks ago, when he was seized 
with an attack of typhoid fever in its most 
malignant form. His remains were sent to 
Mount Airy last evening, at which place 
the funeral services and interment will 
occur. 


A CHANGE IN GRACE CHURCH. 


Rev. T. R. Kendall Has Served His 
Time at That Church. 

The North Georgia conference, which will 
begin its thirtieth annual convention at Dal- 
ton on the 24th of this month, will have 
several matters of importance to consider. 
One of the principal questions which will 
arise in the conference will be that of 
changing the places of residence of those 
ministers whose time limits have expired— 
that is, those who have had charge of their 
present churches for four years will be 
moved to some other church. ,The only 
change that will be made in the churches 
of this city this year will be that of Rev. 
T. R. Kendall, who is now in charge of 
Grace church, on the Boulevard. 

His pastorate af Grace church has been 
marked with progress.

He has 
been listened to with pleasure during the 
four years that he has been in charge of 
Grace church, and has endeared himsel? to 
his congregation, and he has made their 
church the most.aggressive in the city and 
probably in the North Georgia conference. 

Another queston that will probably come 
before the conference will be the charges 
of heresy that have been made against 
Rey. John Bi Robins. There will be about 
875 delegates in the conference and if any 
one of them objects when the name of Dr. 
Robins is reached on the roll it will be 
necessary to go into a trial of the oase in 
order to determine whether or not he ig 
guilty of the charges that have been pre- 
ferred against thhim by several prominent 
divines. The conference will remain in ses- 
sion for about one week and will have ser- 
vices both morning and evening every day.

As far as state laws are concerned he 
can put up illicit distilleries and fun 
“blind tigers” in sight of every chureh and 
schoolhouse and every acre‘of larid in 
Georgia. He laughs at Uncle Sam and de- 
fies his law. 

What does he care for a short imbrison- 
ment, with plenty to eat and no Svork to 
do, when his partner is home still working 
the “‘moonshine?’’ 

His best neighbors declare that the 
punishment has no restraining effect upon 
him. Prison walls and iron bars do not 
restrain him. These “‘moonshiners” are 
not good citizens and thrifty farmers, 
forced by poverty to convert their corn in- 
af whisky in order to live, as many sup- 

e. 

As a rule very few of them give much 
time to farming or other legitimate work. 
The most of the corn made into whisky is 
bought from. others. Many of these 

gentlemen” are young men, They drive 
about over the country and wear. better 
clothes and have more pocket change than 
other young men.

They ’are afraid of the torch and the 
assassin. They remember the fate of a 
revenue reporter now and then. Many of 
the informers in the revenue service are 
no better than the “‘moonshiners.’’ They 
are in the service for revenue only, and if 
they break up illicit manufacturers entire- 
ly, the source of their revenue is gone. It 


‘is their pecuniary interest to disturb the 


moonshiners just enough to make a living 
atid not enough to break them up. Many 
counties in Georgia have no experience in 
the {illicit manufacture of intoxicating liq- 

They only know the occasional illicit 

lwhom:the grand jury often wakes 
up. This ‘tiger’ is under “home rule,” 
which prohibits the sale without license, 
but thé moonshiner goes it at large with 
the bridle off. — 

He ought to be lassoed. Our judges and 
juries are powerless., \ 

Isn’t ft time for these ‘“‘gentlemen” to sur- 
render some of theft personal liberty for 
the good of society? 

Suppose we petition the present legislat- 

ure? They can give relief before the pres- 
ent session adjourns. How would it do to 
impose a special tax on the manufacturer, 
as we do on the dealer? A special tax for 
state, county and municipality. Such a 
law would be in perfect accord with the 
ederal law. Under the revenue laws the 
ealer and manufacturer are both taxed, 
but under state law the dealer only. This 
special tax would bring all manufacturers 
legal and illicit, under state control and 
regulation. The grand jury could easily 
bring the blind t ger to light, though he is 
almost too much for Uncle Sam. In every 
community, it is an open secret, as to who 
the moonshiners are. 

Under “home rule” they could be easily 
caught. 

I know of no class: of people in the state 
who would oppose this special tax act, but 
the moonshiners themselves. The object of 
the law would not be to raise revenue, but 
to break up a bad business. It is true 
some revenue would come to the state from 
those distilleries operated under the reve- 
nue laws, but not much. This, however, is 
not what I am after. 

I am sure that when the members of the 
legislature consider the great blessings to 
churches, schools. and society that. will 
come to the mountain sections of Georg’a, 
in the passage of a law that will break up 
the illicit distilleries of the country, they 
will not be slow to gfve the desired relief. 

The influence of. your great journal to a 
measure looking to this end would call 
forth loud amens from the hearts of hun- 
dreds of thousands throughout the state.
